ONE ITEM OVERLOOKED 

A special committee of members of the 
legislature discussed school matters with the 
Minister of Education over the week-end. They 
considered many and important subjects, but 
the report does not show they made any sug- 
gestion that means be taken to see that rural 
school teachers get paid for their work as they 
do it. , 

Under the present arrangement they get paid 
when the board can collect enough taxes, or as 
the department sends out the cheques for school 
grants, the arrears sometimes extending over 
years. That is one feature of our school sys- 
tem that has been due for a change ever since 
the province was established. 

The legislature should set up a “revolving 
fund,” at the disposal of the Minister, out of 
which he could make temporary loans to rural 
school boards and thus enable them to close 
each year with all salaries and other running 
expenses paid. The province need lose noth- 
ing, since it has the taxing power and could en- 
force repayment over a reasonable period. 

If the Government cannot or will not finance 
schoo] districts to that extent, why should the 
young women and men who go out to teach 
| the schools be compelled to do so? 


Despatches from London convey a threat 
that the international wheat contro] committee 
plans a “wheat war,’ with Canada leading the 
attack and dumping wheat on the world mar- 
kets, the object being to force Argentina to stop 
exporting beyond the quota allotted to it and 
conform to the terms of the “agreement” that 
was imposed upon it. 

It is said to be the unanimous view of the 
London delegates of the other exporting coun- 
tries that Argentina has not only broken the 
wheat pact, but “has no inteation of restricting 
future shipments.” Hence the threat that 
Canada and the other exporters may dump, 
break the price, and ruin Argentina's export 
trade at the cost of ruining their own. 

Winnipeg grainmen refuse to believe the war 
will happen and point to the folly of throwing 
away money to maintain control over a surplus 
commodity for which there is only a limited 
demand, It may happen all the same. Nobody 
knows what the restriction-mad governments 
of the exporting countries may do next 

They have undertaken to fight the bounty 
of Providence, by curtailing production, plow- 
ing under crops, holding back supplies; rather 
than pull down the barriers they have built 
against international trade and permit produc- 
tion and interchange to serve the needs of 
humanity in a normal and natural way. Why 
suppose they would not fight Argentina? Espe- 
cially if the Canadian taxpayers and speculators 
can be made to foot the bill for a “dumping” 
war? 


WHERE IS THE WORK 
PROGRAM? 

Federa] contributions to direct relief will be 
continued until July 15th, “despite a previous 
decision to stop them on June 15th.” 

That sets at rest any question as to whether 
it was intended to stop contributions on June 
18th, or whether this date was only mentioned 
for convenience sake. The conclusion is that 
if representations had not been made promptly 
and forcefully, by municipal and provincial 
authorities, the federal contributions would 
have ceased on Friday of this week. 

The Dominion Minister of Labor, in an- 
nouncing the extension of time, calls upon the 
provincial governments to make a complete 
survey of the unemployment situation in their 
respective provinces, with a view to showing 
whether and to what extent it will be necessary 
to continue Dominion help after July 15th. 
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“Speak not evil one of another.” -smes a. 


Ottawa is very apparently anxious to shut off 
the dole, but without substituting that work 
and wage program we heard so much about a 
few months ago. 

It doesn't require any house-to-house can- 
vass in Edmonton to show that unless the work 
program is forthcoming, direct relief on a 
wholesale scale will have to be continued after 
July 15th, and throughout the summer and next 
winter. What is true in Edmonton is true in all 
the larger centres of this province. 


DOMINION ELECTIONS? 
Expectations at Ottawa are that a general 


| Dominion election y7ill be held during the pre- 


sent summer, probably before the end of Sep- 
tember, The “outside” indications all point 
strongly in that direction. 

A while ago Premier Bennett said the busi- 
ness interests of the country did not want an 
election. That was the tactful and traditional 
way of saying business conditions were so bad 
there was no prospect that the Government 
could get returned. Conditions have improved 
somewhat in the eastern provinces, but nothing 
has happened to assure that the improvement is 
permanent. The natural inclination of the 
Premier will be to capitalize the favorable turn 
of affairs while capitalizing is good and stage 
another campaign of promises. 

The franchise act has been revised in a way 
that offers the Government some tactical ad- 
vantages if an early election is held, in con- 
nection with the compilation of voters’ lists, and 
the springing of a “surprise” vote on three 
weeks’ notice. This thoughtful revising, it is to 
be supposed, was not done for nothing. 

Back of these considerations is the well- 
established fact that it is dangerous for a gov- 
ernment to hang onto office until it is forced 
to call an election by the expiry of its term. To 
do so is an admission that the government is 
afraid of the electors, and the event almost in- 
variably shows the fear to be well founded. 

Delay is fatal when, as at present, the 
Government has for a year or more been faced 
with an insistent and growing demand that the 
public be allowed to say whether or not they 
want it to continue in office. No former Gov- 
ernment of Canada has been challenged more 
directly or more widely as to its right to rule. 

An election is long overdue, and cannot be 
called too soon.

Two public men in Canada made innova- 
tions the other day which it is to be hoped will 
not be followed. One was in the east, the other 
in the west. One was by His Excellency, the 
Governor-General, the other was by the chair- 
man of a luncheon meeting in Vancouver, when 
the Board of Trade and Can- 


adian Club were hosts to 
Premier Pattullo of British 
Columbia. 

His Excellency lost his 


temper in public over a sup- 
posed affront to his dignity 
and thereby lost whatever 
dignity he had left. Premier 
Pattullo introduced the sing- 
ing of the Doxology into a 
luncheon banquet.

His Excellency went to Toronto to attend 
the Centennial celebration. The city fathers 
and local dignitaries were assembled in the 
office of the mayor, which is just inside a side 
entrance, to receive the vice-Royal visitor, By 
some mismanagement His Excellency arrived at 
the front entrance, where no one waited to re- 
ceive him. When Mayor Stewart, concerned 
that the Governor-General had not arrived, 
rushed to the front entrance with his apologies, 
a very much angered Governor-General is said 
to have bawled him out, saying, “Get back to 
Mary Pickford. Go on with your Mary Pick- 
ford show. What would you say if I reported 
to the King that I have been improperly treated 
in Toronto.” 

The use of the actress's name by the noble 
viscount doesn’t imply that Mayor Stewart had 
been holding hands with America’s sweetheart 
in his office when he shouki have been stand- 
ing to attention on the City Hall steps. It ap- 
pears that Mary Pickford had been entertained 
at the City Hall a week before and apparently 
this attention to the actress, coupled with the 
mistake of arriving at the wrong door, has 
raised the vice-regal peeve. 

English gentlemen don't as a rule take 
liberties with the names of women in working 
off their fits of bad temper, and I doubt very 
much if King George would allow his repre- 
sentatives to make such an uncalled for remark 
about an unoffending lady, if the circumstance 
was reported to him. It is all the more remark- 
able because His Excellency’s heir has dramatic 
ambitions and has appeared on the pages of the 
Canadian press in costume in the role of Romeo 
—a much more dignified part than his esteemed 
parent seems to have played at the Toronto 
Centennial. 


The Bessborough incident recalls an occasion 
of many years ago when a similar accident hap- 
pened to Rt. Hon. James Bryce (afterwards 
Lord Bryce) when he visited Toronto in his 
capacity as British Ambassador to Washington. 

An official party had been named to wait at 
the old Union station and tender the welcome 
of the city to the great little man who had 
made fame as an educator and as an author on 
constitutional history before being selected for 
the most important ambassadorship of Britain. 
By some mischance the welcoming party waited 
at the wrong place, and J—then a young re- 
porter for one of the Toronto papers—was the 
sole witness of his arrival. I picked him out 
of the little party of people leaving the train 
and expressed regret that the welcoming com- 
mittee had missed him.

What a pity that the Toronto episode hadn't 
happened to Lord Bryce or to the Prince of 
Wales, and been made the subject for a joke 
instead of a display’ of ruffled dignity. 


Premier Pattullo didn’t get into a tantrum at 
Vancouver when the Doxology was sung. He 
was addressing a joint meeting of the Canadian 
Club and the Board of Trade on provincial 
matters. Near the close of his address he told 


| how one morning at four o'clock he found him- 


self on the balcony of his Oak Bay home, think-

Bennett had promised. As the sun rose over 
the waters, in the glory of the moment the 
words and tune of the old Doxology: “Praise 


God From Whom All Blessings Flow” ran 
through his brain. 
The chairman seized the occasion as the 


Premier sat down to ask the audience to rise 
and sing the Doxology, which they did with 
mixed effects. 

The impulse may have been well-meant but 
the idea is not to be commended. American 
play producers have used the Stars and Stripes 
at the end of a third act to keep many a rotten 
play from meeting its just deserts. Canadian 
chairmen have invoked “God Save the King” to 
keep the candidate from being asked pertinent 
questions at the end of his speech. The Dox- 
ology has too many grand associations to be 
perverted to political uses by sentimental 
chairmen. 

Quite the reverse is the attitude of 
Frank Buchman, who is leading a troupe of 
performing Oxford Groupers across the con- 
tinent. I saw a special trainload of them with 
fourteen sleepers pull out for Banff a few 
nights ago, Countesses and other titled ladies 
mingled freely with the wives of mining brokers 
as the happy party of socialites went on their 
gladsome way. 

Last Saturday, Mr. Buchman, who is no 
novice at publicity, was sworn in as a Chief of 
the Stoney Tribe of Indians in the presence of 
a thousand of his followers (chiefly women), 
Arrayed in buckskin and feathered headdress 
and with an Indian name that means “Light in 
Darkness,” Chief Buchman will now be able 
to carry the light into the darkest drawing 
rooms at Winnipeg, Toronto and Ottawa. 

Is there a hope that the new Stoney Chief 
will be able to carry his message, along with 
his buckskin pants, into the gloom of Rideau

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: “Thank You” asks: “Will you 
tell me through the Question and Answer 
column what it is that makes me dizzy when 
I turn my head?

QUESTION: M. H. B. asks: “Why does ar- 
thritis or rheumatism draw the legs out of place 
and shorten them in many cases?” 

ANSWER: Arthritis does not actually shorten 
the length of the bones, but the entire height of 
the patient as well as the length of the legs has 
the appearance of being shortened because of 
the bending of the joints which often cannot be 
perfectly straightened when there is a great 
deal of pain present, or when large amounts of 
bony nodules form around the joints. 

QUESTION: D, R. asks: “Will you please tell 
me the cause and cure of the disease commonly 
known as shingles?” 

ANSWER: Shingles is a term given for 
Herpes Zoster, an inflammatory skin disease 
with groups of reddish vesicles, which occurs 
over the course of an inflamed nerve. It is often 
accompanied by a pain similar to neuralgia. 
The cure consists in eliminating the poisons 
which were responsible for the nerve irritation. 

QUESTION: Are there any starchy vege- 
tables besides dried beans?” 

ANSWER: Dried beans and peas are both 
starchy. The string bean, however, is classed 
as non-starchy. The following plants have 
roots, stems or tubers that are starchy: Pota- 
toes, sweet potatoes, Jerusalem artichoke, Ar- 
rowroot, Sago Palm, Cassava, Dasheen, yams, 
toros, and the larger beets, turnips, carrots and 
parsnips.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1884, there be- 
gan the celebrations in Ontario of 
the centenary of the coming of 
the Loyalists to Uppcr Canada a 
hundred years before, There were 
three such celebrations, the first 
at Adolphustown, beginning June 
14 and Jasting four days; the sec- 
ond at Toronto on July 3; and a 
third at Niagara on August 14. 

That at Adolphustown began 
with the laying of the corner 
stone of a N, E. L. Methodist 
church on the site of the frame 
church which had replaced the or- 
iginal Hay Bay church. On the 
Sunday morning there were spe- 
cial services at St. Paul's, Adol- 
phustown, and at the Anglican 
church at Fredericksburg, while 
in the afternoon another service 
was held at the original burying 
ground. On the Monday people 
thronged in from all sections, 
bringing their bands with them. 
There was a great mass of meet- 
ing of descendants of Loyalists, 
followed by the laying of the cor-

Archie McMullen and Lewis 
Leigh, both flying Fairchild freight- 
ers, brought the valuable ore over 
the air route between Fort Rae and 
Great Bear lake, the scene of a 
rich discovery last winter. Har- | 
greaves and his associates were} 
the first to get into the field in a! 
big way and by intensive work, are 
already on a production basis. 

The ore is coming to Edmonton 
over the N. A. R., and left the end 
of stecl aboard a freight car Thurs- ! 
day morning. | 

It is estimated that the value of 
the radium and by-products de- 
rived from this ton of ore will 
amount to more than $100,000. 

The only place in Canada it can 
be refined is atthe LaBine Broth- 
ers’ refinery at Port Hope, where 


previous consignments of radium 
ore yielded rich results under 
treatment.
